STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple 
on Tuesday the sixth of March next, at twelve o’clock noon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. To cast your ballots for the election of all officers 
required to be elected to serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing 
year. 


ARTICLE 2. To cast your ballots for the election of such officers 
as may be required by law to serve the Contoocook Valley School 
District for the ensuing year. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TWELVE O’CLOCK NOON AND 
SHALL CLOSE NOT EARLIER THAN SEVEN O’CLOCK IN THE 
EVENING. 


You are further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple 
on Friday the ninth day of March next, at eight o’clock in the 
afternoon, to act upon the following subjects. 


ARTICLE 3. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may 
be necessary for Town Officer’s salaries, Town Officer’s expense, Town 
Dump, Playgrounds, Common, Election and Registration, Town Hall 
Expenses, Flag care, Cemeteries, Forest Fires, Vital Statistics, Civil 
Defense, Legal Expenses, Dog Damage, Social Security, and/or any other 
Town charge. 


ARTICLE 4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Summer highways and for 
the resurfacing of tar roads. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Winter highways. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to accept State Aid for 
the improvement of Class IV and V highways and raise and appropriate 
the sum of $747.46, the State to contribute the sum of $4,983.09. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the Temple Volunteer Fire 
Department. Said sum to be tumed over to the Treasurer of the 
Department. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purchase of a new fire truck to replace the 1959 
tank truck.

To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day, said monies to be expended 
under the auspices of the Day-Quinn-Blood Ex-Service Men’s Associa- 
tion. 


ARTICLE 13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the expenses of the Planning Board. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $176.00 for the support of the Monadnock Family and 
Mental Health Service. 


ARTICLE 15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Old Age Assistance. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $465.00 for the support of the Monadnock Community 
Visiting Association, Inc. This request is based on a $1.00 per capita 
formula. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $205.00 for the support of the Monadnock Region 
Association. 


ARTICLE 18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the Temple Conservation Commis- 
sion, 


ARTICLE 19. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of the Souhegan Valley Ambulance 
District Service. Said sum to be turned over to the Treasurer of the 
Ambulance District. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of a property revaluation under the 
direction of the New Hampshire State Tax Commission, or take any 
other action relating thereto. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to direct the Selectmen 
and/or the Tax Collector to include the following when issuing the 
property tax bill: 

a. Assessed valuation on buildings and assessed valuation on land. 

b. An inventory of the property valuations of the Town of Temple, 
or take any other action relating thereto. (By Petition) 


ARTICLE 22. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the construction of a suitable fireproof and 
theftproof facility for the storage of Town Records, documents of 
historic value, artifacts, and such other items of value and interest to the 
Town, as the Library Trustees may determine to be appropriate, or to 
take any other action relating thereto. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to become a member of 
the regional planning commission now organized and named South- 
western New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. This Com- 
mission will have membership of at least two municipalities and will 
have jurisdiciton over the planning region delineated by the Office of 
State Planning. The objective of the Commission will be to plan for and 
encourage regional planning analysis, provide consensus on major prob- 
lems of regional concern and to assist in the effectuation of projects 
within, and which extend beyond, the boundaries of a particular town. 
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The commission will have only the authority conferred on it by 
Chapter 36:45-53 RSA, 1955, and will be an advisory commission to 
local governments in the region. Members of the Commission shall be 
appointed by the Selectmen in accordance with State Law. Two 
representatives will be appointed from Temple. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $316.20 as the Town’s share for the studies and operation of 
the Southwestern New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. These 
funds will be used for financing the staff, operation expenses, planning 
studies, technical assistance and other programs of the Commission. 
These funds may be used in conjuction with other State and Federal 
Funds available for the planning purposes. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $901.00 from the Town’s General Revenue Sharing Fund, as 
the Town’s share of the Meals-on-Wheels program, sponsored by Com- 
munity Action Committee for Hillsborough County. This program will 
provide two home delivered meals, five days a week, to homebound 
elderly and those non-elderly recuperating from illnesses. Additionally, 
social contact, referral and emergency transportation will be provided 
for those participating in the program. This request for financial support 
is based on a formula that takes into consideration the elederly 
population of the Town and the Town’s share of revenue sharing funds. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to accept a parcel of land adjacent to the Ball Field from 
Mildred B. Hildebrand for the construction of tennis courts. 


ARTICLE 27. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the use of the Recreation Commission for the 
construction of tennis courts. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote authorized withdrawal 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provisions of the 
State and Local Assistance Act. of 1972 for use as set-offs against 
budget appropriations in the amounts indicated; and further, to author- 
ize the Selectmen to make pro-rata adjustments in the amounts if 
estimated entitlements are increased or reduced or take any other action 
hereon.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
and DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the Select- 
men and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire 
suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally with the 
town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and careless fires, 
which are charged to the responsible party. The State further provides 
fire detection’ services, prevention programs, fire training for town 
wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls all 
outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any person 
wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with snow must 
obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire Warden. 
No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. 
unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can 
become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a 
forest fire.
